President Roosevelt has again sent the 
name of Dr. Crum to the senate for con- 
firmation as collector at Charleston. 

Some of his friends who had hoped 
he would find another way of caring for 
Crum without forcing him upon Charles- 
ton, do not hesitate to express their 
disappointment. The general feeling is, 
however, that having gone as far as he 
had, President Roosevelt could do noth- 
ing else than reappoint Crum, as other- 
wise he would have laid himself open to 
the charge that all his former action on 
this line had been for effect upon the 
election. Senators Tillman and Latimer,

Chicago, December 6.—Although 
fighting the matter before the interstate 
commerce commission, the eastern -rail- 
roads practically have agreed not to in- 
sist on the objectionable provisions con- 
tained in the uniform bill of lading. 

This fact developed today during the 
hearing before the commission, when At- 
torney Levy Mayer, representing the ship- 
pers, declared certain eastern roads had 
announced to the shippers that they 
would not put the bill in effect January 
1. Nevertheless, an attempt on the part 
of the commission to obtain a general 
guarantee that no action would be taken 
before February ! was ineffectual, 

The eastern lines held a conference here 
today at which the subject was aiscusseu, 
and it was generally conceded that it 
would be useless to attempt to impose a 
20 per cent increase in the rates, based 
on assumption of the carriers’ common 
law liability to pay damages for loss or 
injury to shipments. It also was decided 
that it would be impracticable to insist on 
the words ‘‘not negotiable.” 

The tacit understanding was that even 
though the bill of lading were put into ef- 
fect January |, these words would be 
stricken out whenever the shipper in- 
sisted on it, and that when objection was 
made the signature of the shipper to the 
bill of lading. would not be required,

Washington, 
Roosevelt's message was read in house 
and senate today. The message follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: The nation continues to enjoy note- 
worthy prosperity. Such prosperity is of 
course primarily due to the high individ- 
ual average of our citizenship, taken to- 
gether with our great natural resources; 
but an important factor therein is the 
working of our’ long-continued govern- 
mental policies. The people have em- 
phaticaliy expressed their approval of 
the principles underlying these policies, 
and their desire that these principles be 
kept substantially unchanged, although 
of course applied in a progressive spirit 
to meet changing conditions. 


Cautious Against Extravagance. 

The enlargement of scope of the func- 
tions of the national government requilr- 
ed by our development as a nation in- 
volves, of course, increase of expenses; 
and the period of prosperity through 
which the country !s passing justifies ex- 
penditures for permanent improvements 
far greater than would be wise in hard 
times. Battle ships and = forts, public 
buildings and improved waterways are 
investments which should be made when 
we have the money; but abundant reve- 
nues and a Jarge surplus always invite 
*xtravangance, and constant care should 
be taken to guard against unnecessry 
increase of the ordinary expenses of gov- 
ernment. The cost of doing government 
business should be regulated with the 
same rigid scrutiny as the cost of doing 
a private business.

The administration has 
been zealous in enforcing the existing 
law for this purpose. That law should 
be amended and strengthened. Wherever 
the naplonal government has power there 
shoukl be a stringent employer's Iabilij- 
ty law, which should apply to the gov- 
ernment itself where the government is 
an employer of laibor. 

In my message to the fiftv-seventh con- 
gress, at its second session, I urged the 
commission to make a comprehensive 
Study of employer's liabilty with the 
view: of extending the provisions’ of a 
great and constitutional law to all em- 
ployments within the scope of federal 
power. 

The government has recognized hero- 
ism. upon the water, and bestows medals 
of honor upon those persons who, by ex- 
treme and heroic daring, have endan- 
gered their lives in saving, or endeavor- 
ing to save, lives from the perils of the 
sea in the waters over which the United 
States has jurisdiction, or updén an Amer- 
ican vessel. This recognition should be 
extended to cover cases of conspicuous

Prevention of hailway Accidents. 
The ever-increasing casuaity list upon 
our railroads is a matter of grave public 


calls for action 
| by the congress. In the matter of speed 
i\and comfort of railway travel our rail- 
roads give at least as good service as 
those of any other nation, and there is 
no reason why this service should not 
also be as safe as human ingenuity can 
make it. Many of our leading roads have 
been foremost in the adoption of the most 
approved safeguards for the protection of 
travelers and employees, yet the list o 
Clearly avoidable accidents continues un- 
duly large. The passage of a law requir- 
ing the adoption of a block signal system 
has been proposed to the congress. I 
earnestly concur in that recommenda- 
tion, and would also point out to the 
congress the urgent need of legislation 
in the interest of the public safety limit- 
ing the hours of labor for railroad em- 
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Ployees in train service upon raflroads 
engaged. in imterstate commerce, and 
providing that only trained and experi- 
enced persons be employed in positions 
of responsibility connected with the 
operation of trains. 

Of course nothing can ever prevent ac- 
cidents caused by* human weakness or 
misconduct; and there should be drastic 
punishment for any railroad employee, 
whether officer or man, who by issuance 
of wrong orders or by disobedience of or- 
ders causes disaster. The law of 1901, re- 
quiring interstate railroads to make 
monthly reports of all accidents to pas- 
sengers and employees on duty, should 
also be amended so as to empower the 
government to make a personal investi- 
gation, through proper officers, of all 
accidents involving loss of life which 
seem to require investigation, with a re- 
quirement that the results of such in- 
vestigation be made public. 


Commends Safety Appliances, 

The safety appliance law, as amended 
by the act of March 2, 1903, has proved 
beneficial to railway employees, and In 
order that its. provistons may be properly 
carried out, the force of inspectors pro- 
vided for by appropriation should be 
largely increased. This service is analo- 
gous to the steamboat inspection service, 
and deals with even more important in- 
terests. It has passed the experimental 
stage and demonstrated its utility, and 
shoulda receive generous recognition 
the congress. 

There is no objection to employees of 
the government forming or belonging to 
unions; but the government can neither 
discriminate for nor discriminate against 
non-union men who are in its employment, 
or who seek to be employed under it, 
Moreover, it is a very grave impropriety 
for government employees to band them- 
selves together for the purpose of ex- 
torting improperly high salaries from the 
government. Especially is this true of 
those within the classified ~serviee. The 
letter carriers, both municipal and rural, 
are aS a whole an excellent body of pub- 
lic servants. They should be amply paid. 
But their payment must be obtained by 
arguing their claims fairly and honorably 
before the congress, and not by banding 
together for the defeat of those con- 
gressmen who refuse to give promises 
which they cannot in conscience give. 
The adminjstration has already taken 
steps to prevent and punish abuses of 
this nature: but it will be wise for the 
congress to supplement this action by 
legislation.

AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT: 


Its Importance Is Stressed—Work 
Being Done to Combat Boll 
Weevil. 

“The department of agriculture has 
grown into an educational institution 
with a faculty of two thousand spe- 
clalists making research into all the 
sciences of production. The congress 
appropriates, directly and indirectly, six 
millions of dollars annually to carry on 
this work. It reaches every state and 

~ territory in the union and the islands of 
the sea lately come under our flag. Co- 
operation is had with the state experi- 
ment stations, and with many other 
institutions. ang individuals. The world 
is carefully searched for new varieties 
ef grains, fruits, grasses, vegetables, 
trees, and shrubs, suitable to various 
localities in our country: and marked 
benefit to our producers has resulted. 

“The activities of our age in ines of 
research have reached: the tillers of the 
soil and inspired them with ambition 
to know more of the principles that gov- 
ern the forces of nature with which 
they have to deal. Nearly half of the 
people of this country devote their ener- 
gies to growing things from the soil. Un- 
til a recent date little has been done to 
prepare thye millions for their .-fe 
work. In most lines of human activity 
college-trained men are the leaders. The 
farmer had no opportunity for special 
training until the congress made pro- 
vision for it forty years ago. During 
these years progress has been made and 
teachers have been prepared. Over Mfve 
thousand students are in attendance at 
our state agricultural colleges. The fed- 
eral government expends ten millions 
of dollars annually toward this educa- 
tion and for research in Washington and 
in the several states and territories. The 
department of agriculture has given fa- 
cilities for post-graduate work to five 
fundred young men durjng the last 
seven years, preparing tnem for ad- 
vanced lines of wark in the department 
and in the state institutions. 

The Weather Bureau. 

The facts concerning meteorology and 
its relations to piant and animal life are 
being systematically inquired into. Tem- 
perature and moisture are controlling 
factors in all agricultural operations. The 
seasons of the cyclones of the Caribbean 


sea and their paths are being forecasted 
with increasing accuracy. The cold

‘give object lessons to. our people in 
methods by which worthless lands may 
‘be made productive. 

The insect friends and enemies of the 
farmer are getting attention. The enemy 


the great wall of China, and is now 
cleaning up alj our- orchards. The fig- 
fertilizing insect imported from Turkey 
has helped to establish an industry in 
California that amounts to from fifty 
to one hundred tons of dried figs an- 
nually, und is extending over the 
Pacific coast. A parasitic fly from South 
Africa is keeping in subjection the biack 
scale, the worst pest of the orange and 
lemon industry in California. 

Careful preliminary work is being done 
towards producing our own silk. The 
mulberry {1s being distributed in large 
numbers, eggs are being imported and 
distributed, improved reels were im- 
ported from Europe last year, and two 
expert reelers were brought to Washing- 
ton to reel the crop of cocoons and teach 
the art to our own people. 

The crop report system of the depart- 
ment of agriculture is being brought 
closer to accuTacy every year. It has 
two hundred and fifty thousand reporters 
selected from people in eight vocations 
in life. It has arrangements with most 
European countries for interchange of 
estimates, so that our people may know 
as nearly as possible with what they 
must compete, 


INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 


Status of Irrigation—Public Lands 
and Game Preserves—Pen- 
sion Bureau. 


During the two and the ‘half years that 
have elapsed since the passage of the re- 
clamation act rapid progress has been 
made in the surveys and examinations 
of the opportunities for reclamation in 
the thirteen states and three territories 
of the arid west. Construction has al- 
ready. been begun on the largest and 
most important of the irrigation works, 
and plans are being completed for works 
which will utilize the funds now avail- 
able. The operations are being carried 
on by the reclamation service, a corps 
of engineers selected through competi- 
tive civil service examinatiqns, This 
corps includes “experienced consulting 
and constructing engineers as well as 
various experts in mechanical and legal 
matters, and is composed largely of men 
who have spent most of their lives in 
practical affairs connected with irriga- 
tion. 

The larger problems have been solved 
and it now remains to execute with 
care, economy, and thoroughness the 
work which has been jaid out, All im- 
portant details are being carefully con- 
sidered by boards of consulting engin- 
eers, selected for their thorough knowl- 
edge and practical experience. Each pro- 
ject is taken upon the ground by com- 
petent men and viewed from the stand- 
point of the creation of prosperous 
homes, and of promptly refunding to the 
treasury the cost of construction. 

The reclamation act has been found to 
be remarkably complete and effective, 
and. so broad in its provisions that a 
wide range of undertakings thas been 
possible under it. At the same time. 
economy is guaranteed by the fact that 
the funds must ultimately be returned 
to be used over again, , 


Forest Reserves. 


The message emphasizes the prime 
importance of the preservation of the 
great forests of the nation, with parti- 
cular reference to the west, where they 
play so ftndispensable a role in relation 
to_immigration. Additional reasons for 
the creatior of forest reserves are found 
in their effect on water supplies and the 
Office they discharge in supplying. 

While this work of ‘forest reservation 
is being ably prosecuted at present, the 
president expresses the belief that it 
could be more effective.y continued if 
it were .placed under the single juris- 
diction of the departrm#nt of agriculture. 
Under existing usage, three independent 
crganizations cooperate in the task. 


Public Lands and Game Preserves.

Unquestionably some part of the gen- 
eral increase in receipts 4s due to the in- 
creased postal facilities which the rural 
service has afforded. The revenues have 
also been aided greatly by amendments 
in the classification of mail matter, and 
the curtailment of abuses of the second- 
class mailing privilege. 

The average increase in the volume of 
mail matter for the period beginning with 
1902 and ending June, 1905, (that portion 
for 1905 beimg estimated), is 40.47 per 
cent, as compared with 26.46 per cent for 
the period immediately preceding, and 
15.92 for the four-year perswd Immediate- 
ly preceding that. 


Consular Service Lacking. 


Our consular system needs improve- 
ment. Salaries should be substituted for 
fees, and the proper classification, grad- 
ing and transfer of consular officers 
should ‘be provided. I am not prepared to 
Say that a competitive system of exami- 
nations for appointment would work welt; 
but ‘by law it should be provided that 
consuls should be familiar, according 
to places for which they apply, with the 
French, German or Spanish languages, 
and should possess acquaintance with the 
resources of the United States. 

The collection of objects of art contem- 
plated in section 58586 of the revised 
statutes should be designated and estahb- 
lished as a national gallery or art; and 
the Smithsonian institution should be au- 
thorized to accept any additions to said 
collection that may be received by gift, 
bequest or devise. 

It is desirable to enact a proper Ra- 
tional quarantine law. it is most un- 
desirable that a state should on its own 
inifiative enforce quarantine regulations 
which are in effect a restriction upon fn- 
terstate and international commerce. The 
question should properly be assumed by 
the government alone. The surgeon gen- 
eral of the niational public health and 
marine hospital service nes repeatedly 
and iconvincingly set tforth the need for 
such legislation, 

Printers’ Ink Wasted. 


I call your attention to the great ex- 
travagiance in printing and binding gov- 
ernment publications, and especially to 
the fact that altogether too many of thése 
publications are printed. There is a con- 
stant tendency to increase their number 
and their volume. It is an understate- 
ment to say that no appreciable harm 
would be caused by, and swhstantfal ben- 
efit would aicrue from, decreasing the 
amount of printing now done by at least 
one-half. Probably the great majority 
of the government reports and the like 
now printed are never read at all, and 
furthermore the printing of much of the 
material contained in many of the re- 
maining ones serves no useful purpose 
whatever. 


CURRENCY AND TARIFF. 


Special Message is Promised on Sub- 
ject of Revision—Our 
Trade in Orient, 


The attention of the congress should 
be especially given to the currency queés- 
tion, and that the standing committees 
on the matter in the two houses charged 
with the duty, take up the matter of 
our currency and see whether it is not 
possible to secure an agreement in the 
business world for bettering the system; 
the committees should consider the ques- 
tion of the retirement of the greenbacks 
and the problem of securing in our cur- 
rency such elasticity as is consistent 
with safety. Every silver dollar should 
be made by law redeemable in gold at 
the option: of the holder. 

I especially commend to your immedi- 
ate attention the encouragement of our 
Se syngas marine by appropriate legis- 
ation, 


Special Tariff Message. 


On the tariff I shall communicate with 
you later, 

The growing importance of the orient 
as a field for American exports drew 
from my predecessor, President McKin- 
an urgent request for its special 
consideration by the congress. [In his 
message of 1898 he stated: 

“In this relation, as showing the pecu- 
liar volume and value of our trade with 
China and the peculiarly favorable con- 
ditions which exist for their expansion 
in the normal course of trade, I refer to 
the communication addressed tm the 
speaker of the house of representatives 
by the secretary of the treasury on the 
14th of last June, with its accompanying 
letter of the secretary of state, recom- 
menuing an appropriation for a commis- 
sion to study the industrial and com- 
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mercial conditions {jn the Chinese empire 
and to report as to the opportunities for 
and the obstacles to the enlargement of 
markets in C¥ina for the raw products 
and manufactures of the United States. 
Action was not taken thereon during the 
last session. I cordially urge that the 
recommendation receive at your hands 
the consideration which its importance 
and timeliness merit.”*

First and foremost, 
let us remember that the question of 
being @ good American has nothing 
whatever to do with a man’s birthplace 
any more than it has to do with his 
creed. In every generation from the 
time this government was founded men 
of foreign birth have stood in the very 
foremost rank of good citizenship, and 
that not merely in one, but in every field 
of American activity; while to try to 
draw a distinction between the man 
whose parents came to this country and 
the man whose ancestors came to its 
Several generations back is a mere ab- 
surdity. 

Good Americanism {s a matter of heart, 
of conscience, of lofty aspiration, of 
sound common sense, but not of birth- 
place or of creed. The medal of honor, 
the highest prize to be won by tuose 
who serve in the army and the navy of 
the United States decorates men born 
here. and it also decorates men born in 
Great Britain ard Treland, in Germany, 
in. Scandinavia, in France, and doubtless 
in other countries also. In the field of 
statesmanship, in the field of business, 
in the field of philanthropic endeavor, it 
is equally true that among the men of 
whom we are most proud as Americans 
no distinction whatever.can be drawn be-

There is no danger of having too many 
immigrants of the right kind.

If they are sound in body and in 
mind, and, above all, if they are of good 
character, eo that we can rest assurea 
thet their children and grandchildren 
with be worthy fellow-citizens of our 
children and grandchildren, then Wwe 
should welcome them with cordial hos- 

ity. 
pet — citizenship of this country 
should not be debased. It is vital that 
we should keep high the standard of well- 
being among our wage-workers, and 
therefore we should not admit masses 
of men whose standards of living and 
whose personal customs and habits are 
auch that they tenq to lower the level 
of the American wage-worker; and above 
all, we should not admit any man of an 
unworthy ‘type, any Man congerning 
whom we can say that he will himself 
be a bad citizen, or that his children 
end grandchildren will detract from in- 
stead of adding to the sum of good 
citizenship of the country. 

Similarly we should take the greatest 
care about naturalization. Fraudulent 
naturaMzation, the naturalization of im- 
proper persons, is a curse to our gov- 
ernment: and it is the affair of every 
honest voter, wherever born, to see that 
no fraudulent voting ‘is allowed, that no 
iraud in connection with naturalization 
is permitted. 

turalization Frauds. 


In thé past year the cases of false, 
fraudulent, and improper naturalization 
of aliens coming to the attention of the 
executive branches of the government 
have increased to an alarming degree. 
Extensive sales of forged certificates of 
naturalization have been discovered, 48 
well as ma:fy cases of naturalization se- 
cured by perjury and fraud; and in ad- 
dition, instances have accumulated show- 
ing that many courts issue certificates 
of naturalization carelersiv and upon 
insufficient evidence. 

Under the constitution it is in the 
power of congress “‘to establish a uni- 
form rule of naturalization,”’ and nu- 
merous laws have from time to time 
been enacted for that punpose, which 
have been supplemented in a few statcs 
hy state Jaws having special application. 
The federal statutes permit naturaliza- 
tion by any court of record In the United 
States having common law jurisdiction 
and a seal and clerk, except the police 
court of the District of Columbia, and 
nearly ali these courts exercise this im- 
portant function. It results that where 
so many courte of such varying grades 
- have jurisdiction, there is lack of uni- 
formity in the rules applied in conferr- 
inz naturalization.

Disarmament a Crime 


When one nation wrongs another or 
wrongs many others, there-js no tribunal 
before which the wrongdoer can _ be 
brought. FMither it is necessary supinely 
to acquiesce in the wrong, and thus put 
a premium upon brutality and aggres- 
sion, or else it is necessary for the ag- 
grieved nation valiantly to stand up for 
its rights. Until some method ts devised 
by which there shall be a degree of in- 
ternational control over offending natioas, 
it would be a wicked thing for the most 
civilized powers, for those with most 
sense of international obligations and 
with keenest and most generous appre- 
clation of the difference between right 
and wrong, ‘to disarm. If the great civ- 
lized natfOns of the present day should 
completely disarm, the result would 
mean an immediate recrudescence of bar- 
vbarisam in one form or another. 

Under any circumstances a sufficient 
armament would have to be kept up to 
serve the purposes of international police; 
and until international cohesion and the 
sense of international duti#s and rights 
are far more advancg! than at present,

Kishenef and America. 


The case must be extreme in which 
such a course is justifiable. There must 
be no effort made to remove the mote 
from our brother’s eye if we refuse to re- 
meve the ‘beam from our own. But in 
extreme cases action may be justifiable 
and proper. What form the action shall 
take must depend upon the circumstances 
of the case; that is, upon the degree of 
the atrocity and upon our power to reme- 
dy it. ‘The cases in which we could in- 
terfere by force of arms as we interfered 
to = a stop to intolerable conditions 
in Cuba are necessarily very few. 

Yet it is not to be expected that a‘ peo- 
ple like burs, which in spite of certain 

very obvious shoftcomings, nevertheless 
as @ whole shows by its consistent prac- 
tice its belief in the principles of civil 
and religious liserty and of orderly free- 
dom, a people among whom even the 
worst crime, like the crime of lynching, 
is never more than sporadic, so that in- 
dividuals and not classes are molested in 
their fundamental rights—it is inevitable 
that such a nation should desire vagerlv 
to give expression to its horror on an 
occasion like that of the maseacre of the 
Jews in Kishenef, or when it witnesses 
such systematic and long-extended cruel- 
ty and oppression as the cruelty and op- 
pression of which the Armenians have 
been the victims, and which have won 


‘for them the indignant pity of the civil- 


ized world. 
Protecting Americans Abroad. 


Even where it is not possible to secure 
in other nations the observance off ‘the 
principles which we actept as axiomatic, 
it is necessary for us firmly to insist upon 
the rights of our own citizens without re- 
gard to their creed or race; without re- 
eard to whether they were born here or 
born abroad. It has proved very difficult 
to secure from Russia the right for our 
Jewish fellow citizens to receive pass- 
ports and travel through Russfan terri- 
tory. Such conduct is not only unjust 
and irritating toward ug, but it is difficult 
to see its wisdom from Russia’s stand- 
point. No ¢onceilvable good ig accom- 
plished by it. 

f an American Jew or an American 
Christian misbehaves himself in Russia, 
he can at once be driven out; but the 
ordinary American Jew, like the ordinary 
American Christian, would behave just 
about as he behaves here, that is, behave 
as any good citizen ought to behave; and 
where this is the case, it is a wrong 
against which ‘we are entitled to protest 
to refuse him his passport without re- 
gard to hig conduct and character, merely 
on raictial and religious grounds. In Tur- 
key our difficulties arise less from the 
way in which our citizens are sometimes 
treated than from the indignation inevi-

In the event of 
war it would be far better to have no 
ships at all than to have ships of a poor 
and ineffective type, or ships which, how- 
ever good, were yet manned by untrained 
and unskiliful crews. The best officers 
and men in a poor ship could do nothing 
against fairly good’ opponents, and on the 
other hand a modern warship ts usd@ess 
unless the officers and men aboard her 
have become adepts in their duties. The 
marksinanship in our navy has improved 
in an extraordinary degree during the

We 
need more officers; there are not enough 
to perform the regular army work. It 
is very important that the officers of tne 
army should be accustomed to handle 
their men in masses, as it is also im- 
portant that the national guard of the 
several states should be agcustomed to 
actual] field maneuvering, 
connection with the regulars. For this 
reason we are to be congratulated upon 
the success of the field maneuvers at 
Manassas last fall, maneuvers in which 
a larger number of regulars and national 
Zuard took part than was ever before 
assembled together jn time of peace. 


System of Promotions. 


No other civilized nation has rela- 
tively to .ts population, such a diminu- 
tive army as ours; and while the army is 
$0 smal], we are not to be excused if 
we fail io keep it at a very high grade 
of proficiency, it must be incessantly 
practiced; the standard for the enlisted 
men should be kept very high, while 
at the Same time the service should be 
made as attractive as possible; and the 
Standard for the officers should be kept 
even higher—which, as regards the upper 
ranks, can best be tone by introducing 
scme System of selection and rejection 
inte the promotions. We should be able, 
‘in the évenut cf some sudden emergency, 
_to put into the field one first-class arwy 
cUrps, waich should be, as a whole, at 
least, the equal of any body of troops 
of like number belonging to anv other 
nation, 

Great progress has been made in prm- 
tecting our coasts by adequate fortifica- 
ticns With sufficient guns. We shoud, 
however, pay much more heed than at 
Eresent to the development of an ex- 
tensive system of floating mines for use 
‘in all Our more important harbors. 
These mines have been proved to be 
a most formidable e@afeguard against 
hostile fleets.

No Independence for tHe Islands— 
Philipino’s Champion His 
Worst Enemy. 

In the Philippine islands there has been 
during the past year a continuation of 
the steady progress which hag obtained 
ever since our troops definitely got the 
upper hand of the insurgents. The Phil- 
ippine people, or, to speak more accu- 
rately, the many tribes, and even races, 
sundered from one another more or less 
sharply, Who go to make up the people 
of the Philippine islands, contain many 
elements of good, and some elements 
which we have a right to hope stand for

At present, they are uttely incapable 
of existing in independence at all! or of 
building up’ a Civilization of their own. 
I firmly believe that we can help them 
to rise higher and higher in the scale

stand, if not entirely alone, yet in some 
stich relation to the United States as 
Cuba now stands.

The “big stick,” the trusts, 
the Philippines, stand forth in all the 
familiar, pristine glory of “stand- 
patism.” Mr. Roosevelt is just a lit- 
tle more self-assured and aggressive— 
that is all. The latter accessions are 
‘explained in his preamble when, at- 
tributing most. of our 
‘prosperity” to “our long-continued 
governmental policies,” he remarks 
buoyantly that the “people have em- 
phatically expressed their approval’”’ 
of the latter and a desire that they 
continue “substantially unchanged.’ 

The overwhelming keynoie of the 
document is the emphasized reitera- 
tion of that one of the president’s 
policies which has come to be known 
as the “big stick.” The president 
believes that the discussion of our 
attitude toward foreign nations is in- 
separable from a joint consideration 
of our army and navy. He declares 
that “it is not merely unwise, it 1s 
contemptible, for a nation, as for an 
individual, to use high-sounding lan- 
guage to proclaim’ its purposes, or to 
take positions which ‘are ridiculous if 
unsupported by potential force, and 
then to refuse to provide this force.” 
It is a little difficult to understand 
this expression. If any stand the United 
States has taken for the last half 
century has subjected it to indignity 
in the eyes of any one of the world 
powers, or if the attitude of a single 
one of them could be construed into a 
menace because of our poverty in 
Military “force,” the occasion is not 
at present in Our memory. If any- 
thing of the sort is now imminent, 
the president himself or his advisers 
are the only men conscious of it. 

The United States now occupies a 
preeminent world position; its diplom- 
atic representations are received by 
the most influential powers with the 
utmost courtesy, its advice eagerly 
asked, and when, in the past, it has 
taken the initiative in international 
issues of importance, its recommenda- 
tions have almost invariably figured 
affirmatively in subsequent _rap- 
proachements. This in spite of the 


broadest allowance, is inferior to that 
of at least three nations. Our reputa- 
tion as a nation in love with peace 
and yet one willing and able to en- 
force its rights and uphold its dignity, 
has given us the prestige which is 
ours today. Yet through all the sev- 
eral hundred words of tacking and 
countertacking which is devoted to 
“our foreign policy,’”’ there runs the 


a gigantic navy. 

This attitude is confirmed in the 
clause devoted to naval affairs, which 
calls for more battle ships, more to- 
pedo boat destroyers, more. sub- 
marines, to ‘make good our protesta- 
tions in behalf pf peace.” It looks 
very much as though the president de- 
sires to place this nation on the same 
footing with those of Europe, which, 
when they hear of the launching of 
one battle ship by a neighboring 
power, immmediately lay down the 
keels of two more for themselves. No 
patriotic American objects or can ob- 
ject to an adequate navy for the pro- 
tection of our growing commerce and 
the making potential of our rights. 
But eventually there must come a 
time when the thinking people of the 
United States‘ will veto this continued 
clamor for increasingly tremendous 
naval expenditure, under the guise 
that it is essential to the preservation 
of our rights and international pres- 
tige. 

The president makes himself very 
plain regarding the Philippines. Not 
content with the positive declaration 
that the natives are “totally unfit” for 
independence, he does not offer them 
the slim hope of eventually attaining 
it. This is at least, discouraging, since 
‘there are a great many conscientious 


would be wise and just to express 
this intention toward the Philippines, 
thus opening the door of hope and 
aspiration to a people who have 
proven themselves unusually apt at 
learning the lessons of civilization. 
After ascribing to this country mixed 
motives of self-interest and benev- 
olence in the Philippines, the presi- 
dent proceeds to demonstrate that the 
colonial idea is to the forefront in 
his mind, by stating that our work 
there strongly resembles “the work 
which is being done by the British in 
India and Egypt, by the French in 
Algiers, by the Dutch in Java, by the 
Russians in Turkestan and by the 
Japanese in Formosa.’ 

In other words, we are building up 
a colonial oligarchy and our presence 
in the Philippines is due to the same 
benign motives which actuate the col- 
onizing powers to which he makes 
such apt reference. 

In handling the trusts, or “great 
corporations,” as the president desig- 
nates them, there is the glitter of 
many generalities, but no _ specific 
remedy or promise or recommenda- 
tion. In this wise the president ap- 
parently pays more attention to the 
relations between the employer and 
employee than to the effect on the 
general public. The nearest he gets 
to the pith of the matter is in use of 
the following quotation from an un- 
named captain of industry: 

If corporations are to continue to do 
the world’s work, as they are best fitted 
to, these qualities in their representa- 
tives that have resulted in the prescnt 
prejudice against them must be_rele- 
gated to the background. The corpora- 
tione must come out into the open and 
see and be seen. They must take the 
public.inte their eonfidence and ask for

what they want, and no more, and be 
prepared to explain satisfactorily what 
advantage will accrue to the public if 
they are given their desires; for they are 
permitted to exist not that they may 
make money solely, but that they may 
effectively serve those from whom they 
derive their power. 

PrMflicity, and not secrecy, will win. 
hereafter, and laws be construed by their 
intent and not by their letter, otherwise 
public utilities will be owned and op- 
erated by the public which created them, 


even though the service be legs etficicnt | 


and the result less satisfactory from a 
financial standpoint. 

Mr. Roosevelt believes that the evil 
which inures “to interstate com- 
merce” through the instrumentality 
of big corporations can be “eliminated 
or minimized” by “moderation, good 
sense, the earnest desire to avoid do- 
ing any damage, and yet the quiet 
determination to proceed, step by 
‘step, without halt and without hurry,” 
‘exhibited on part of the American 
/people through their national repre- 
' sentatives. 

He also calls the attention of con- 
gress, broadly, to the recommenda- 
tions of the commissioner of corpora- 
tions, without stressing any of them 
or suggesting how they may be ap- 
plied. He deprecates any attempt to 
deal with corporations “intemperately, 
destructively or in a demagogic 
spirit.” Aside from the declaration 
that it is the part of the federal gov 
‘ernment and not the individual states 
to deal with these interests, the whole 
task and responsibility is thus left to 
congress. 

The tariff question is disposed of 
in a single sentence, in which the 
president announces he will “com- 
municate with congress later” on this 
subject. It is thus evident that Mr. 
Roosevelt is impressed by the cry fo: 
revision which has arisen within re- 
publican as well as democratic ranks. 
It is further manifest that in his in- 
tention of making the tariff the sub- 
ject of a special message is revealed 
the purpose to devote the better part 
of his administration toward legisla- 
tion concerning this phase of our 
government.

After an all day conference on the 
question of freight rates, held yester- 
terday in the convention hall of the Pied- 
mont hotel, Atlanta’s committee of sev- 
en and the representatives of the raill- 
roads are still some distance apart on 
_ the question of the proposed rate revis- 
ion,. and it will take another meeting to- 
day to, determine just where both sides 
are going to stand. 

This uch seems certain: That the 
rafron’d reprasartatives miade certain 
proposals to the Atlanta committee with 
regard to rate reductions which were not 
acceptable, and the discussion was con- 
tinued at the afternoon meeting, still 


without results. 

All of those who took part in the con- 
ference decline to impart any informa- 
tion whatever with regard to its pro- 
ceedings, and newspaper men were refer- 
red to Chairman J. G. Oglesby of the 
Atlanta committee, and chairman also of 


the conference.

“All I can say,” said Chairman Ogles- 
by at the adjournment of the afternoon 
session, “is that the matter stands just 
where it stood at the ottset. We have 
been discussing the situation fn its vari- 
ous details, but nothing definite has been 
arrived at, so there is really nothing 
of interest that I can give out for publil- 
cation. 

“As the matter stands now the rall- 
read representatives will hold a meeting 
tonight at which they will take up furth- 
er consideration of reductions of rates, 
both on classes and commodities. The 
Atianta committee will likewise hold a 
meeting in the offices of the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Co., and the conference 
will be resumed tomorrow morning just 
where we left off.”

Fight Was Begun Yesterday 
on City Sunday Ordinance, 


Railroad Attorneys Demur and Make 
Motion To Dismiss City Gases. 
RecorGer Overrules Mo- 
tion—Case Is on Again 
Today. 


At the noon hour the railroad repre- | 


The fight of the railroads against the 
city ordinance regulating work on the 
Sabbath day was begun in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon when the 
cases against the engineers ang conduc- 
' tors, for switching freight cars on Sun- 
'day, were called. The fight is a ques- 

tion of law rather than of facts. So far 
the proof thas been clear that engineers 
and conductors moved freight cars with- 
in the city mits last Sunday. The at- 
torneys for: the Southern and Central 
| tailroads have taken the position that 
| the city ordinance under which the cases 
| were made is covered by a state law and 
| is therefore inoperative and void. The 
attorneys tor the prosecution deny the 
claim and upon this the issue of law was 
raised. 

After hearing from two witnesses and 
listening to a lengthy legal discussion, 
Recorder Broyles announced at 4 o'clock 
that no further time that day could be 
given to the investigation and the hear- 
ing was continued until this afternoon at 
| 3:30 o'clock. 

The railroads were represented by At- 
torneys Arthur Heyman and Saunders 
McDaniel, and the city by Attorneys 
James L. Mayson and C. T. Ladson. 


No Defendants Present. 

There were no defendants in court, it 
havimg been agreed to waive their pres- 
ence, as these corporations would stand 
between the defendants and the prose- 
cution. 

The city announced that the cases had 
been made under section !815 of the city 
code which prohibits any person from 
working or having work done on the 
Sabbath day. Section 13873 was also 
mentioned in the charge, but it was 
merely explanatory. It permits raii- 
roads to run freight cars after !2 o'clock 
Saturday night, when just arrived, and 
up to 8 o'clock Sunday morning. 

Before any witnesses were heard, At- 
torney Heyman demurred to the charges 
or the ground that section 1815 of the 
city code has a proviso which makes it 
null ang void, and because the city ordi- 
hance was covered by a state law. 

Mr. Ladson replied that the demurrer 
was premature as there had been no evi- 
agence to show what the defendants were 
‘charged with specifically.

New York, December 6.—I increasc 
my estimate of this year’s American cot- 
ton crop to 13,000,000 bales, including 
linters. I believe thig quantity to have

it may, not be marketed. I believe the 
forthcgming ginners’ report, which will 
show the quantity of cajton ginned up 
to the 13th of December will fully sus- 
tain this view. There was ginned in 
the 22 working days between the /8th 
of October and the 14th of November, 
1904, approximately 3,300,000 bales. This 
{ig at the rate of 160,000 bales a day. 
During the same period last year there 
was ginned 3,100,000 ¢rom the {4th of 
Navember to the {3th of December, 
there are 24 working days, allowing for 
Thanksgiving. If during these twenty- 
four working days there shall be ginned 
only half as much per diem as during 
the previous period, the amount ginned 
would be 1,300,000, which, added to the 
amount previously ginned, namely, 9.-

New York, December 6.—Individual 
stocks made volatile advances today, but 
they were of a character less 4mapressive 
to stock market sentiment than some 
of those that have shot up in the recent 
past, There were also fewer of them. 
The instability of other recent favorites 
at the altitude to which they had been 
forced also begot some suspicion of these 
movements, whicn culminated in the 
violent break in prices at the last, Specu- 
lators who have pought stocks recently 


the one that was to enjoy the next move- 


have hoped that the wnole market would 
be carried along by sympathy with the 
strength of specialties, are beginning 
to reflect their disappointment by seek- 


vancing tendencies for several days past, 
and steady profit taking at different 
points throughout the list has caused the 
ears that reaction wags at hand. News 
of general conditions does not offer an 
expianation for a decline in stocks €x- 
cept for the reasun that prices may have 
been pushed higher than was warranted 
by actual improvement in conditions.
